*|new hours is the change in’ the 


schedule of classes for the forth- 
coming semester. Students who 
have in the past scheduled their 
classes during the morning so that 
they could work at outside jobs 
during the afternoon will find their 
outside income. greatly reduced. 
Fhe rescheduling of classes also 
will cause difficulty in making class 
schedules for those students who 
carry rather heavy study loads. 


The first complaints after the 
announcement was made came from 
the students who commute on the 
college buses. They will have to 
use the older, and. presumably 
more uncomfortable, buses. Also 
unless grammar and high school 
bus drivers who live out of town 
drive their own cars to Salinas 
every day, they will lose their jobs 
as drivers. 


The hour change is not new, 
During the history of Hartnell Col- 
lege, several combinations of school 
hours have been in effect. Previous- 
ly to the present hours, classes were 
held from 9:00 o’clock in the morn- 
ing until 5:00 o’clock in the after- 
noon. That system was discontinued 
when commute students complained 
of arriving home too late. 

If enough legitimate reasons are | 
filed in the college office today and 
tomorrow, it is possible that the 
hours may be changed back to the 
present arrangement.
